Higheen hundred idle, able-bodied 
men were the guests of the city at 
supper last night, and will again be 
fed at the expense of the municipality 
this morning. The big army arrived 
yesterday, with the greatest excite- 
ment. They were literally shoved 
cuto the city by our neighboring burg 
Oakland. 

Two big marching crews of idlers, 
four abreast, came to town, One 
crowd. 1100 strong, camped at the 
fceot of Macdonald avenue, where it 
joins with San Pablo, and the second, 
760 strong, went out to the Grand 
Canyom Park, where the tents were 


put up, and temporary quarters =| 


tablished. 
Sheriff Veale and Chief Arnold 
learned of the approaching trouble 


yesterday morning. Arnold jumped 
into his machine and went out to 
meet the men, who came to the city 
limits upon street cars, surrounded 
by armed guards from the Oakland 
police force. 

It must be said for the men that 
they were well behaved. Chief Peter- 
sen of Oakland put on another of 
big great bravado airs and getting 
400 armed patrolmen, told them to 
get out of Emeryville. He had se- 
cured sufficient cars with which to 
transport them to our borders, and 
they climbed on them without a mur- 
mur.
